AMARCRINUM  HOWARDII 

This  is  the  most  conspicuous  of  the  various 
novelties  produced  by  us  during  many  years 
unremittingly  devoted  to  the  work  of  cross¬ 
breeding  plants.  Its  character  and  worth  as  an 
unique  bulbous  plant  were  recognized  by  the 
Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  Great  Britain 
with  the  award  of  the  coveted  solid-silver  Cory 
Cup,  the  major  prize  presented  annually  for  the 
most  meritorious  new  subject  exhibited  in  the 
great  show  in  London,  where  the  whole  world 
keenly  competes.  Only  once  has  this  grand 
trophy  been  taken  out  of  Europe  and  the  fact 
of  its  having  been  won  for  America  by  Amar- 
crinum  Howardii  is  gratifying  to  our  firm. 

The  remarkable  hybrid,  a  true  cross  of  Cri- 
num-Moorei  on  Amaryllis  Belladonna  (the  latter 
the  seed-bearing  parent)  has  proved  itself  of 
great  value  for  growing  in  pots  or  in  the  open 
garden  and  we  have  reports  from  many  points 
in  the  United  States  and  from  other  countries 
attesting  its  striking  beauty,  certain  growth,  and 
uniform  usefulness.  Combining  the  good  quali¬ 
ties  of  both  its  parents  and  yet  being  decidedly 
different,  it  meets  a  need  which  nothing  else  can 
fill.  Amarcrinum  Howardii  bears  immense 
trusses  of  blossoms  of  a  rare  and  lovely  soft- 
pink  shade  on  stems  4  feet  long,  and  these  high 
heads  of  lasting  bloom,  extremely  showy  out¬ 
doors,  are  highly  effective  in  vases  or  otherwise 
as  cut  flowers.  The  color  tone  is  exquisite. 

This  plant  of  superb  beauty  is  of  easy  culti¬ 
vation,  growing  to  perfection  in  the  open  ground 
in  climates  such  as  that  of  Southern  California, 
and  requiring  about  the  same  attention  as 
Amaryllis  Belladonna  or  the  Crinums.  Where 
colder  weather  prevails  it  can  be  flowered  splen¬ 
didly  in  pots  or  tubs,  hence  it  is  adaptable  al¬ 
most  anywhere.

Flowers  of  magnificent  proportions,  model  form 
and  surpassing  brilliancy  and  range  of  colors  distin¬ 
guish  our  own  strain  of  Amaryllis  as  one  apart- — a 
strain  unexcelled,  if  not  unequaled,  in  America  and 
ranking  with  the  very  best  ever  produced  in  Europe. 
From  the  pure  white  ground  color  with  delicate  mark¬ 
ings  of  rose,  red  and  various  other  tints  they  run  to 
dazzling  scarlet,  rich  orange,  brightest  red,  maroon, 
crimson,  striped,  mottled  and  numerous  unusual  ef¬ 
fects. 

The  blooms  average  from  9  to  10  inches  in  diame¬ 
ter  and  are  flat  and  spreading  with  full  rounded  and 
over-lapping  petals.  Growing  to  a  height  of  3  feet 
the  stems,  laden  with  5  or  6  blossoms  each,  display 
them  most  advantageously  and  make  a  pleasing  show 
either  at  a  distance  or  close  up. 

Amaryllis,  planted  in  the  autumn,  are  among  the 
early  spring  bloomers.  In  Southern  California  and 
other  warm  parts  of  the  country  they  thrive  in  the 
open  border;  but  colder  climes  need  not  be  a  deterrent 


to  their  culture  because  they  do  exceedingly  well  in 
pots  and  are  easy  to  force.  When  the  buds  commence 
to  expand  they  can  be  taken  into  the  house  for  the 
full  flowering  and  will  give  delightful  results.  This 
quality  also  makes  them  desirable  for  persons  ham¬ 
pered  by  scarcity  of  soil  or  lack  of  space.  These 
plants  are  well  adapted  to  grow  among  shrubbery  or 
in  any  parts  of  the  garden  where  spots  of  bright 
color  are  needed.

CHINESE  SACRED  LILY 

This  exquisite  Narcissus  is  a  marvelous  grower 
and  free  bloomer  in  bowls  of  pebbles  and  water,  and 
therefore  a  house  favorite,  though  it  does  even  better 
in  the  ground,  naturalizing  and  becoming  more  flori- 
ferous  year  after  year  if  undisturbed.  Because  of  its 
beauty  and  rich  fragrance  the  Chinese  call  it  the 
“Flower  of  the  Gods”  and  “Water-Fairy  Flower.” 
The  blossom  is  pure  white  with  yellow  cup  and  single 
as  a  rule,  though  doubles  occasionally  appear.  Each 
bulb  produces  several  spikes  bearing  many  flowers. 
It  is  most  interesting  to  watch  the  rapid  growth.  20 
inches  or  more  in  40  days,  when  they  are  grown  in 
water.  Should  be  kept  in  the  dark  a  few  weeks,  or 
until  the  roots  entwine  the  pebbles,  and  then  placed 
in  the  light  and  sunshine,  away  from  drafts.  Popu¬ 
lar  for  Christmas  flowering  but  just  as  attractive  all 
winter.

Plant  the  bulbs  6 
to  8  inches  apart  and  the  crown  4  or  5  inches  below  the  sur¬ 
face.  Covering  the  bed  with  an  inch  or  two  of  well-rotted 
manure  will  insure  far  better  result’s.  For  winter  blooming  in 
pots  store  in  a  dark,  cool  place,  such  as  a  basement,  keeping 
the  soil  moderately  moist  until  the  leaves  emerge  several 
inches.  Upon  bringing  them  out  of  the  darkness  protect  from 
too  strong  light.  To  grow  in  glasses:  Fill  with  soft,  clear 
water  barely  to  touch  the  base  of  the  bulb,  putting  a  small 
piece  of  charcoal  in  each  glass  to  keep  it  sweet.  Should  then 
be  put  in  a  cool,  dark  place,  brought  out  when  the  roots  almost 
reach  the  bottom,  and  gradually  exposed  to  the  light  and 
partial  sun.  Dark  paper  around  the  glass  will  prove  beneficial.

Shade  for  even  a  portion 
of  the  day  is  detrimental  to  their  best  development, 
and  in  dull  weather  mildew  will  manifest  itself  on 
the  plants.
